The  One  Hundred  and  Twenty-fifth  Annual  Meeting. 


This  Institution  lias  now  completed  the  125th  year  of  its  work. 
The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  best  thanks  to  the 
( Subscribers  mid  Donors  for  their  support,  and  their  appre- 
ciation of  the  loyal  work  of  the  various  members  of  the  staff. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  Mary  Harwood,  who  died  in 
July  last  at  the  age  of  89,  was  admitted  as  a pupil  on  the  3rd 
of  August,  1837,  to  the  premises  in  Maudlin  Street  now  occupied 
by  the  Eye  Hospital,  a year  before  the  removal  of  the  Blind  Asylum 
to  Queen’s  Road,  now  the  site  of  the  University  Buildings.  She 
left  the  Asylum  in  1844,  and  returned  to  her  native  town, 
Beaminster,  Dorset,  as  a basket  maker.  She  was  a recipient  of 
the  Rev.  E.  Kempe’s  Trust  Fund,  and  was  thus  closely  in  touch 
with  the  Institution  for  about  80  years. 

Committee. — Miss  Townsend  has  felt  obliged  to  resign  her  seat 
on  the  Committee,  much  to  the  regret  of  all  concerned.  Mr.  A. 
Hamilton  Jenkin  has  been  elected  a member. 

Finance. — The  increased  cost  of  Maintenance  in  the  School 
and  of  the  materials  for  so  large  a number  of  outworkers  have 
greatly  raised  the  expenditure  in  all  departments,  but  fortunately 
legacies,  always  a fluctuating  source  of  income,  have  been  above 
the  average. 

I he  School. — The  average  number  of  Pupils  has  been  115 
fen  of  them  were  Confirmed  at  St.  Alban's  Church  in  November 
by  the  Lord  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  The  examination  in  religious 
knowledge  was  conducted  by  Mr.  J.  T.  Francombe,  whose  report 
was  very  favourable.  The  Committee  are  grateful  to  the  Chaplain, 
the  Rev.  Percy  Brent,  M.A.,  for  his  unfailing  interest  in  the 
School. 
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Technical  Department.— Good  progress  has  been  made 
both  in  the  Senior  and  Junior  Departments  in  Technical  Work; 
the  former  has  now  been  recognised  by  the  Board  of  Education 
as  coming  within  the  scope  of  the  Special  Schools’  Continuation 
Courses,  under  which  a considerably  increased  Grant  is  being 
earned.  There  is  at  present  a great  demand  for  the  work  produced 
by  them. 

Music. — Fifteen  Certificates  were  gained  by  the  Pupils  in 
1917  in  the  Organ  and  Piano-playing  Examinations,  while  in  the 
Examination  held  by  Trinity  College,  London,  the  Pupils  gained 
the  second  highest  marks  in  the  Bristol  Centre  in  Junior  and  Senior 
Organ  Playing. 

Physical. — The  Rhythmic  Exercises  and  Dancing,  recently 
introduced,  have  effected  a marked  improvement  in  the  children, 
and  were  favourably  commented  upon  by  H.M.I.,  Miss  Koetter, 
of  the  Board  of  Education.  The  work  of  the  Boy  Scouts  has  been 
well  maintained,  and  five  boys  have  been  awarded  War  Service 
Badges  from  the  Association. 

Health. — Early  in  the  year  there  were  many  cases  of 
Influenza,  Pneumonia,  and  Measles.  The  Committee  are  grateful 
to  Dr.  Kyle,  who  acted  as  Medical  Officer  during  the  absence,  on 
Active  Service  in  France,  of  Dr.  Flemming. 

Staff. — Mr.  James  has  obtained  the  Diploma  of  the  College 
of  Teachers  of  the  Blind,  and  three  trained-certificated  Teachers 
have  been  appointed  during  the  year  to  fill  vacancies  which  have 
occurred. 

The  Workshops. — The  Table  printed  on  Page  16  shows  a 
steady  rise  in  the  payments  to  the  blind  workers,  who  have  been 
engaged  mainly  on  work  of  national  importance.  Our  General 
Manager  has  been  appointed  Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Employers 
Basket-making  Association  for  the  West  of  England  and  South 
Wales. 

Bund  Workers’  Help  Fund. — The  Blind  Workers’  Help 
Fund  is  most  useful  for  increasing  the  payments  made,  and  the 
Grants  from  the  Bristol  Board  of  Guardians  are  essential  for  the 
purposes  of  supplementing  the  income  of  the  least  capable  workers. 
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Hostel. —The  Hostel  for  Blind  Women  at  Hampton  Park, 
now  established  two  years,  has  proved  a valuable  addition  to  the 
Institution. 

Home  Teaching. — Three  Teachers  are  regularly  employed  in 
visiting  and  helping  the  outside  Blind  in  various  ways.  The 
Annual  Tea  was  held  as  usual  this  year. 

Departmental  Committee. — The  Departmental  Committee 
on  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  has  issued  its  Report  after  three  years’ 
work,  and  a special  Advisory  Committee,  to  deal  with  all  questions 
referring  to  all  diasses  of  Blind  people,  is  being  organised  as  a 
Department  of  the  Local  Government  Board.  On  the  recom- 
mendation of  this  Advisory  Committee,  the  Local  Government 
Board  have  decided  to  compile  a Register  of  all  Blind  persons. 


Any  Legacy  to  this  Institution  in  the  following  form 
will  be  effectually  bequeathed. 

I bequeath  to  the  Institution  called  “The  Bristol  Asylum 
or  School  of  Industry  for  the  Blind,”  with  which  is  incor- 
porated “ The  Association  for  Home  Teaching  and 
Industrial  Employment  of  the  Blind,”  the  sum  of 
to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being  of  that  Institution, 
for  the  general  purposes  thereof;  which  sum  I direct  to  be  paid, 
preferably  to  any  other  legacies,  out  of  such  part  of  my  personal 
estate  as  may  lawfully  be  appropriated  to  charitable  purposes.
